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UPDATE: Death investigation in Pittsburg

PITTSBURG, Kan. — The Kansas Bureau of Investigation (KBI) and the Pittsburg Police
Department shared new information about the investigation into the death of 23-year-old Tylei
Messer, of Pittsburg.

Following interviews, processing of evidence at the scene, and an autopsy, investigators have
concluded that Messer’s death was the result of a self-inflicted injury.

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Death investigation in Pittsburg

PITTSBURG, Kan. — The Kansas Bureau of Investigation (KBI) and the Pittsburg Police
Department are conducting a death investigation at a home in Pittsburg.

On Tuesday, Sept. 15, at approximately 7:25 a.m., the Pittsburg Police Department received a
911 call from a resident at 416 N. Warren St., in Pittsburg, reporting an unresponsive subject.
When officers arrived at the home, they discovered 23-year-old Tylei Messer deceased inside.
She was pronounced dead at the scene. Messer lived at the residence.

The KBI was asked to assist on Tuesday at approximately 7:40 a.m. Special agents and the
Crime Scene Response Team responded to the scene.
